'~pHe Epiploon, being look’d upon by a good Microfcope , is like a 
A great Sack full of abundance of other fmall Sacks, which 
do incIofe gatheringt of Greafe or Fat. There are many VefTels 
which may be ca il’dAdipous or Fatty, vcKieh ifTue out of this Mem¬ 
brane, and fpreading themfelves all over the Body, conveigh Fat 
to it,juft as the Arteries carry the Blood all over the fame. Where' 
ever is Fat or Greafe, there is found ftore of thefe little Sacks, 
wherein that is inclofed 5 whence it is, that in lean and emacia¬ 
ted Bodies, inftead of Fat , you find nothing but Skins . 

The ftru&ure of thefe fmall Sacks, and of the adipous Fejfels, 
fufficiently fheweth, that the Fat is not formed accidentally out 
of the thick Vapours of the Blood, as is the common belief: 
Nor is its chief ufe to foment the natural Heat; but it leems 
rather to conduce to the allaying of the Acrimony of the Salts, 
that are in the Blood and the Seropties. And indeed (faith this 
c .Author ) lean perfons, and thofe whofe Epiploon hath been cut, 
are more fubjedt than others to Rheumatifms, Lienteries, and 
the like difeafes that are caufed by the (harpnefs of the Humours. 
And thofe that are fat, arenotfoeafily feized on by them, in re¬ 
gard the Acrimony of the Serofities is corre&ed by the mixture of 
the Fat, juft as the fharpeft Lixivium will lofe its force, if Oyl be 
mingled therewith.
